SEPTEMBER 22, 1980

Meeting called to order at 8:08 pm. 

inutes of the last Board Meeting were 
approved. 

The motion passed that action on the request 
from the RRRG (not Specifically stated to 
the secretary pro tem) be tabled (for a time 
and/or be regarded as unfinished busi ness 
for the time being). 

A_ certificate of approval from the Red Cross 
for Wetson Communicetions is in the hands of 
Dwayne iskridge. A mutually agreeable time 
for presentation was discussed, with the 
possibility of accompanying publicity. 

The motion passed that we provide both 

J. Watson and his father with honorary 
memberships in the Club because of in- 
valuable services to the MDARC. 

The motion passed that the Board accept for 
printing in the CARRIER, the following 
petition which is in accordence with the 
procedure outlined in Sec. 6, 46.6 of our 
bylaws: 

"The undersigned club members request 
the Board of Directors to recommend an 
anendnent of the bylaws (Article V, Section 
1, 41.1) to the general MDARC membership 
which increases the yearly dues to one 
doller pez month payable yearly". 

This petition wes dated Sept. 22, 1980 
and wes signed by Douglas M. Snith WAoGON, 
Joe V. Deas K6VLH, Paul G. Taylor WAGTXA, 
Gerry Nanbu KA6I&W, Dee Koester KA6 AOC, and 
Devid Greenhill WA6OFI. 

Both before and after this petition wes 
presented there was a discussion concerning 
whether the dues should be more than the 
above suggested amount or less than the 
Suggested amount. 

It wes generally agreed that an increase 
in dues is needful and thet the membership 
8S a whole should vote on this matter at our 
October meeting, possibly changing the 
actual amount of the increase in dues if 
necessery end proper. It was agreed by 
comnon consent that the wording inserted 
into the bylaws need not be exactly the seme 
as the wording of the petition. 


CAXiTin printing: The motion assed that we 


reduce the page size of the CARKT AK as & means 
of reducing costs. The size of the printing 

is to be proportionately reduced and alequately - 
readable. ‘Jhether this should take place 
immediately or et some other time (like the 

end of the year) was discussed. [t was also 
mentioned that beceuse of reduced page size, 
the amount of advertising revenue nay be 
affected, but it was pointed out that adver- 
tising revenue is earmarked for prizes and not 
for the CARRIER or the general club funds which 
are currently at a low ebb.

Names of members are being 
neetly typed in with big letters, As available, 
certificates may be picked up at the October, 
November, and December meetings. wailing them 
would be expensive and not feasible at this 
time. 

New Members: It was Suggested that a list of 
new members who joined after the roster was 
printed, be put into the CARRIER. An abbrev- 
fated update listing all members (similer to 
the excellent 10-19-77 update) is not being 
considered at this time.

Treasurer's Report: Savings $549.42. Checking 
$275.07. A number of dramatic increases in 
expenses (notably insurance and CARRIER print- 
ing costs together with authorized but worth- 
while expenses uncharacteristic of previous 
years) are responsible for that low che cking 
account balence. Some members doing club busi- 
ness are not keeping track of postege, etc. 

Such unpresented bills could be regarded as 
donstions and are appreciated.
